Th© 
home Is especially designed for the help of 
the poor who are unable to pay anything 
for their children’s outing. For them the 
three weeks of country life are entirely 
without charge. Yet those who can contri¬ 
bute something toward the running ex- 
peu*©i* of the home are encouraged to do 
so. !►© It ever so little. 

For the last season for which the statis¬ 
tics are as yet available, the total outlay 
for running expense* for the twelve weeks
